It costs about three cents a bushel to 
store corn on the farm. The storage allow- 
ance for re-sealing 1938 corn is seven cents 


a bushel. 
That’s profit! 


If the corn loan price is ten cents above 
the market price, it’s worth that much for 
a farmer to have a good crib in which to 
put the new crop. 


That’s profit, too! 


It pays both ways to have plenty of crib 
and bin space. If we are going ahead with 
corn loans and the ever-normal granary, 
lowa farmers will need more bins and cribs 
than they now have. 


If we are to go back to hand-to-mouth 
methods, to gluts in surplus years and star- 
vation in thin years, then we have all the 
storage space we need. 


But any farmer who figures that corn 
loans and the ever-normal granary‘ consti- 
tute a permanent improvement in farming 
had better get his seven-cent storage allow- 
ance on re-sealing 1938 corn and start build- 
ing more space. 


The cash benefits from corn storage in 
one surplus year would almost complete 
paying for it. Not to mention the desir- 
ability of having extra corn on the place if 
1940 should happen to turn dry.

A number 
of things can yet happee to change 
this outlook on feed requirements, 
but it still looks as if a volume equal 
to the new corn crop might be uti- 
lized. 

Does this mean, then, that farmers 
in the spring of 1940 can safely plant 
as many acres to corn as they did 
this past spring? 

For the time being, at least, the 
answer to this question seems to be 
“No.” While the feed supply in pros- 
pect may not be much in excess of 
the expected livestock requirements, 
there is a growing feeling that it 
does exceed the amount we really 
should be using. The recent low 
level of both corn and hog prices in- 
dicates that the marketing volume is 
too large. It may become advisable, 
therefore, to adjust all corn acreage 
slightly downward for 
1940, possibly by 10 per cent. 


After all, the main purpose of 
the ever-normal granary program 
is to stabilize marketing volume 
to the end that farmers as a 
group may realize the maximum 
possible income. 


n years that are bountiful, the sur- 
plus above needs should be stored 
and corn acreage the following year 
should be scaled down. In drouth 
years, the reserve can be released 
for use and the next year’s acreage 
may be stepped up, to provide a mar- 
gin for the creation of a new reserve 
supply. 

Such stabilization can mean much 
to agriculture. Over a period of 
years, it has been observed that two 
moderate sized marketing volumes 
usually bring a larger total return 
than ove very large volume and one 
very small volume. 

An interesting study on this point 
has been made by. Shepherd and 
Wilcox, of Iowa State College. They

Penalize Heavy Hogs 





MONTH ago, heavy hogs sold 
on the average at a price which 
was 85 per cent of the ten-year aver- 
age for that week. Light hogs were 
|}at practically the same ratic S6 per 
; cent 

On the basis of the prices lard 
was bringing, either heavy hogs were 
too high or light hogs were too low 
at that time 

But last week, as may be seen 








from the table below, the price of 
heavy hogs dropped to 68 per cent 
of the ten-year average and light 
hogs to 75 per cent. 


In actual prices paid, that means 
a differential between the two grades 
of not much more than a dollar pe. 
hundred weight. The margin needs 
to be wider than that if a consider- 
able number of farmers drop their 
plans for heavy feeding and sell hogs 
light. 


Getting Low on Feed 


While there are enormous supplies 
of corn in storage, and still more on 
the way, yet there is an actual short- 
age of corn for feeding purposes in 
some neighborhoods The corn that 
wasn’t sealed last fall has been pret- 
ty well used up; the sealed corn can 
not be used. As a result lot of oats 
is being fed 

This temporary shortage of corn 
in some localities over the corn belt 
may cause a slowing up in the fin- 
ishing of spring jigs, and thus give 
a chance for better prices to those 
that are marketing their pigs in Au- 
gust or early in September. And 
it may postpone the big crash until 


October,

Pigs, at 71 per cent, are not badly 
out of line with light hogs at 75 per 
cent. But by the time those pigs reach 
the market, light hogs will probably 
be down to 65 per cent. 

Lambs are high enough right now 
too, but the lamb crop report shows 
that a lot are on the way. The crop is 1 


per cent smaller than last year’s bump- 
er supply, but 4 per cent larger than 
the five-year average. Range conditions 
in western sheep states haven't been 


good and probably more lambs will be 
marketed as feeders 


than usual, 


No Poultry Record 


It looks as if the United States would 


have 413,000,000 chickens on farms 
by next January 1. That’s more than 
we have been having, but it is not a 
record. The record was in 1928, when 
we had a total of 475,000,000. Egg 
prices in Iowa got down to 22 cents 
in the spring of 1928 too, in a period 
when other prices were at fairly good 
levels. 

Hens are now laying more than they 
used to. The Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics notes that “altho the total 
egg production in 1938 was about 6 
per cent larger than in 1925, there 
were 10 per cent fewer layers at the 
beginning of 1938 as compared with 


1925.”
